By Deputies While Marching in 
Pennsylvania. 

II KILLED AND 38 WOUNDED 

Were Marching on a nine When They 
Were Fired Upon By About 
Seventy Deputies. 

Hazi.eton, Pa., Sept. 11- Tim strike 
•itnation reached a terrible crisis on the 
outskirts of Latimer yestcnlay after- 
noon, when a baud of deputy sheriffs 
tired into a crowd of miners. killing 1 1 
and wounding 38. The miners hud 
made a march on the Hazle mines, 
owned by Calvin Pardee, an<l manv of 
the miners at work there quit work and 
joined tho strikers. Elated at their suc- 
cess, they started a march toward the 
Latimer mines. It is estimated that 
when tho strikers began inarching on 
the* Hazle mines they numbered about 
I £00. At the Hazle mines they were 
joined by fully 50 others. The body 
did not move with any precision and 
traversed tho highway entirely, keeping 
off private property. All along the 
road they auomed jubilant over their

each other, those who remained unhurt 
atampeded. The men wont down be- 
fore the storm of bullets like ten pins 
and the groans of the dying and wound- 
ed filled the air. 

The excitement that followed waa 
■imply indescribable. Tho deputies 
seemed to be terror stricken at tho 
deadly execution of their guns, and see- 
ing tho living strikers fleeing like wild 
and others dropping to the earth, they 
went to the aid of tho unfortunates 
whom they had brought down. 

Aa anon as the new* of the shooting 
reached Ha/.leton there was consterna- 
tion. Within 10 minutos the streets 
were blocked with excited people. The 
Lehigh Traction company immediately 
placed a number of extra ears on tho 
Latimer line and doctors and clergy- 
wen responded promptly.

Convention Accepts the 65-cent 
Compromise. 

WILL RESUME WORK AT ONCE 



Anti-Settlement Delegates Were Fi- 
nally Worn Out and Forced 



Coi.t-Jims, O., Sept. '1».— Tho great 
miners' strike which was declared on 
July 4. was brought to an end Saturday 
evening, so far, at least, as western 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indian and West 
Virginia are concerned, by the action of 
the interstate convention of miners, 
which had been iu session here since 
Wednesday. 

After a day of voting and wrangling, 
the convention adopted a resolution ac- 
cepting tho proisisition of the Pittsburg 
operators. The vote was 4f). r > for und 
:i 17 against accepting the terms of set- 
tlement. Eleven votes were not cast. 
Tho delegates from Illinois, who had

votes among the Ohio and Pittsburg 
delegates against it.
